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PREFACE. 


The  Indiana  State  Law  Library  liad  its  beginning  in  an  act  passed  by 
tlie  Legislature  in  1867,  providing  separate  rooms  for  the  law  books  tlien 
in  tlie  State  Library;  placing  them  in  the  custody  of  the  Supreme  Court; 
authorizing  the  Judges  to  make  such  purchases  of  books  as  they  might 
deem  advisable,  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the 
Library.  The  beginning  was  a  very  small  one  indeed,  for  the  law  books 
so  transferred  to  the  custody  of  the  Court  were  very  few;  and  its  present 
magnitude  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  all  who  have  been  connected 
with  the  Library  in  the  thirty-one  years  of  its  existence.  This  Catalogue 
contains  all  books  in  the  Library  on  May  1,  1898,  and  the  number  is  esti- 
mated at  30,000,  excluding  duplicates  and  pamphlets.

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Law  Terms. 

The  Law  terms  were  originally  timed  by  the  Church  festivals  from  which  they 
take  their  names. 

By  Act  1,  William  IV,  it  was  provided  that  in  A.  D.  1831,  and  afterwards, 
the  terms  shall  commence  and  end  as  follows: 

Hilary  Term Jan.  11  to  Jan.  31. 

Paschal  or  Eastern  Term April  15  to  May  8. 

Trinity  Term May  22  to  Jane  12. 

Michaelmas  Term Nov.  2  to  Nov.  25. 

By  the  Judicature  Act  of  1873,  the  terms  above  mentioned  have  been  abolished 
as  to  the  administration  of  justice. 

"The  division  of  the  legal  year  into  terms  shall  be  abolished,  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  admin istratfon  of  justice;  and  there  shall  no  longer  be  terms  applicable  to 
any  sitting  or  business  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  or  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  or 
of  any  Commissioners  to  whom  any  jurisdiction  may  be  assigned  under  this  Act, 
but  in  all  other  cases  in  which,  under  the  law  now  existing,  the  terms  into  which 
the  legal  year  is  divided,  are  used  as  a  measure  for  determining  the  time  at  or 
within  which  any  act  is  required  to  be  done,  the  same  may  continue  to  be  referred 
to  for  the  same  or  the  like  purpose,  unless  and  until  provision  is  otherwise  made 
by  any  lawful  authority."— [Judicature  Acts,  1873-75,  p.  28. 


REPORTS. 


The  Law  Reports. 

The  publication  of  the  Law  Reports  was  commenced  in  1866,  under  the  direc-  ■ 
tion  of  an  "Incorporated  Council  of  Law  Eeporting."  They  were  first  bound,  as 
indicated  in  the  first  table  of  the  law  reports,  under  eleven  different  titles;  but  in 
1875  the  arrangement  of  the  Reports  was  changed.  The  cases  included  under  the 
three  titles,  "English  and  Irish  Appeal  Cases,''  "Scotch  and  Divorce  Appeal 
Cases,"  and  "Privy  Council  Appeals,"  were  thereafter  published  under  the  title, 
"Appeal  Cases";  the  cases  included  under  the  titles.  "Chancery  Appeal  Cases"  and 
"Equity  Cases"  were  published  under  the  title  "Chancery  Division";  the  cases 
included  under  the  titles  "Crown  Cases  Reserved"  and  "Queen's  Bench,"  were 
published  under  the  title,  "  Queen's  Bench  Division";  the  cases  included  under 
the  titles  "Admiralty  and  Ecclesiastical"  and  "Probate  and  Divorce,"  were  pub- 
lished under  the  title,  "Probate  Division";  " Common  Pleas "  was  continued  as 
"Common  Pleas  Division,"  and  "Exchequer"  as  "Exchequer  Division."  This 
left  the  Law  Reports  in  six  divisions ,  and  tluey  continued  to  be  so  published  until 
1880,  when,  after  the  publication  of  Vol.  5,  "  Common  Pleas  Division,"  and  Vol.  5, 
"Exchequer  Division,"  these  two  divisions  were  merged  in  the  " Queen's  Bench 
Division."  This  mode  of  citation  continued  to  1891,  the  last  volume  of  each  series 
being  as  follows:  App.  Cases,  15;  Q.  B,  Div.,  25;  Ch.  Div.,  45,  and  Prob.  Div., 
15.     Beginning  with  1891  the  four  series  are  cited  by  years,  as  follows:  (1891) 
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App.  Cases;  (1891)  Q.  B.;  (1891)  Ch.,  and  (1891)  Prob.,  and  so  on,  the  continu- 
ous volume  number  having  ceased  with  1890,  or  the  number  above  indicated. 
Beginning  with  the  Law  Reports  (1866),  the  better  way  to  cite  the  English  Reports 
in  this  country  is  to  place  "  L.  R."  before  the  citation.  Thus  :  "  L.  K.  15  App^ 
Cas.";  "L.  R.  25  Q.  B.  Div.";  "L.  R.  45  Ch.  Div.";  "L.  R.  15  Prob.  Div.";  "L. 
R.  (1891)  App.  Cas.";  "  L.  R.  (1891)  1  (or  2)  Q.  B.";  "  L.  E.  (1891)  1  (2  or  3) 
Ch.";  "L.  R.  (1891)  Prob.,"  or  as.  the  volume,  prior  to  1891,  or  the  year,  since
